EXPLOSION AT OIL WORKS. 

Killed and Thirty Others 
Badly Injured. 

LOUISVILLE, June 30.—Ry an explosion at the 
Standard refinery fire this morning thirty-five 
persons were wounded. So far as known. nobody 
Was killed outright by the fire or explosions, bat | 
four persons were 80 badly burned they will un- 
doubtedly die. One was a workman who was 
caught by the rush of flames, and the other three 
were little boys of twelve and fourteen who were 
walking along the railroad track and were sur: 
rounded by waves of the flaming gas through 
which they ran some distance with 
their clothes burning. The fire was 
caused by the escape of gas from a 
tank car which was opened for the purpose of 
emptying it. The wet weather had generated a 
heavy pressure of gas, which escaped when the man 
hole cover was unscrewed, and it spread through 
the neighborhood until some of ‘it reached 
the work shop in which there was 
fire. Everything coy ustible in thé Standard 
yards was burned oe buildings, cars and vil. 

he loss is estimated at $40,000. 

Later—John McDonald, and Daniel O'Neil, two 
of the boys caught in the Standard Oil fire, died 
tonight. Andrew McDonald will probably re- 
cover. The others burned are better, and will all 
robably recover. The loss is much less than at 
irst estimated, probably not being over $40,000;

DESTROYED BY FIRE, 


A Destructive Conflagration in an Ala- 
7 ) bama Town. 

Troy, Ala., June 30.—[Special.J—At 12:45 p. m. 
to-day, the greatest calamity that has ever over- 
taken Troy came upon the city. A fire broke out 
in the hide and junk house, a small wooden build- 
ing,on the west side of the square. ‘The first 
brick building to catch was the Messenger build- 
ing, on the west side of the square, W. W. Jones’s 
saloon, Jolly’s tin shop, Jackson's hide house, and, 
L. & W. J. Henderson's sale stables. Crossing” 
Jones street the splendid little opera house 
and the entire block upon which it was 
situated, was soona mass of flames. The Troy 
Iron works, and Ross & Héndersons stables, also 
on this block, were . destroyed. The entire south 
side of the block, on the south side of the square, 
was licked up like tinder by the angry flames. 

On the sSuth side of Love street, E. G. Chaf- 
fing’s warehouse, residence and grocery store 
were fengulfed in the general ruin. On the 
east Side of South Oak street, Terry’s gun shop, 
one or two small wooden buildings, were burned. 
It was impossible to tell what was the loss in dol- 
lars and cents right now, but $150,000 would 
scarcely cover 1t, though most of the parties had 
some insurance. 


A STORM IN AUGUSTA: 


Nearly Two Inches of Rain in an Hour 


and a Half. 

AvuGauwstTaA, Ga., June 30.—[Special.]}—June made 
its parting howto Augusta this evening with a 
genuine storm of wind, rainand hail. The storm 
lasted about an hour anda half, and the rain fell 
in torrents, nearly two inches of rain fall being 
registered at the signal service station. The wind 
blew at the rate of forty-five milesan hour, and 
the downpour was swirled around in .blinding 
torrents. Large hail stones fell during a portion 
of the storm, and the thunder and lightning were 
frequent. No material damage was done any- 
where 80 far as has. been learned. 

A singular phenomenon of the storm was the 
fact that the sun shone brightly all the while. At 
times the rain was so blinding that it was difficult 
to see across the street. The washing of sand on 
the car tracks and the brilliant play of lightning 
caused the stopping of the electric cars during 
the continuance of the storm. Swinging signs 
and limbs of trees were blown down, and an occa- 
sional tree uprooted. The hot air was cooled off 
delightfully, and the city was thoroughly washed 
by the storm.

THE NORTH AROUSED 


THE INIQUITIES OF THE ELECTION 


BILL, 5 
VIGOROUS WORDS ABOUT JIT. 
A Republican Member Puts Reed Into a 


Fury by a Proposed Amendment Making 
the Election General. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—[Special.J—The 
house was today aflame with excitement over 
the force bill. ae 

Indeed, the entire north and east seem sud- 
denly to be aroused to the enormity of the 
measure which the reckless republican leaders, 
now in the saddle, propose to force upon the 
people of the south. Many of the democratic 
pape.’s in the east this morning publish deuble 
leaded leaders, calling upon the people of the 
north, irrespective of party, © to ~ rise 
up in mass meetings and rotest. 
against the passage of this gigantic 
conspiracy, which overturns the eleétion 
system in vogue since the inception of goy- 
ernment, which calls into being a horde of 
new offieers, creates a gigantic corruption fand 


and a partisan machine, through which agency * 


the dominant party can defeat and debauch 
the will of the people. 

The merchauts at the north, and the ¢apital- 
ists who have investments in the south, are 
sending in petitions by the score protesting 
against the bill. 

THE NEW YORK SUN TALKS. 

The New York Sun comes out in double 
leads, calling for a mass meeting of both par- 
ties tomorrow night to protest against the 
passage of a measure which substitutes “for 
the free action of the people of this enipire 
State, the rules of federal officers, irresponsi- 


ble, so far as state authority is concerned, and ' 


appoiuted for life. It opens the door of every 
householder to the domiciliary visits of a fed- 
etal police. It summons to the polls 
of New: York the drums and muskets 
of the federal army. It amonnts 
toa revolutionin our form of government 
Wipes out home rule and tears away the main 
safeguard to our free institutions. There is 
no exaggeration in saying this. In a hundred 
years of legislation there has been no more 
direcf or dangerous menace to the life of the 
republic which the patriots founded. I¢ is 
the shadow of the man onhorseback. Against 
this measure of centralization; usurpation and 
inyasion the protest of New York should be 
prompt and vigorous.’’ 

Other northern papers have had editorials 
of a similar character, and the effect was de- 
cidedly felt in the house today. ° Indeed the 
force bill narrowly escaped its grave this 
afternoon. 

MR, LEHLBACH’S AMENDMENT. 

Had not Reed forcibly applied his gags in 
the nick of time, he and his pirates would 
have been placed in a position commonly 
termed between the devil and the deep sea. 
When the general debate closed, and amend- 


ments were in order, Mr. Lehlbach, the New 


Jersey republican who made guch a téllifig 
attack on the bill last Thursday, offered an 
amendment that the portion of the hills: 
v.ding for its application upon petit’.a 32 , 
hundred. votcre in a district’ 
and the provisions of the bill be enforced in 
every district in every state in the union, The 
amendment was received with ringing 
applause by all the democrats and many 
republicans. Mr. Lehlbach and Myr, Cheadle, 
of Indiana, made five minutes’|speeches favor- 
ing it, and many other’ republicans 
applauded every sentence they uttered yocif- 
erously. They wanted law everywhere, or not 
atall. But thisis what Tom Reed,Cabot Lodge, 
and the ether practical leaders didn’t want. 
They wanted the bill only applied to the 
south. With this amendment they knew the 
bill was doomed. Not fifty republicans on the 
floor would submit to it in their districts. 
Reed himself could not afford to have it in his 
district, where it is alleged the Canadian 
Pacific road has to buy his voters every two 
years. No, this would never do, and Reed and 
Lodge jumped on it in a hurry. 

THE CRISIS REACHED. 

As the republicans who favored it finished 
their speeohes, cries of ‘*Vote, vote,”? went up 
from a}l over the chamber, but Reed saw his 
party was breaking ranks. He put on the 
brakes and refused to allow a vote. He winked 
at Lodge, who put up a lieutenant to consume 
time. Then the little fellow rushed around, 
counted the noes, and found the house was for 
the amendment, and so informed Reed, who 
made his slaves consume the balance of the 
evening in talk, thus preventing a yote until 
tomorrow. ‘ 

If the Lehlbach amendment passes 
tomorrow, the bill is a dead issue, but 
it is practically certain that Reed will kill it 
by some means. If he finds he has not the 
men to yote it down he will smother it by 
force. That he can do this and would not hes- 
itate in an emergency has been proven by his 
past actions. The speeches of the republicans 
today were the _ bitterest yet. Indeed,

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BURNED TO THE WATER’S EDGE. 


Off Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., June 30.—{Special.]—The well 
known steamer St. Nicholas was burned this 
morning at her wharf, between Linceln and Hab- 
ersham streets. 

_ Everything above her main deck is burned ex~- 
he@ wheel houses. 
esterday the steamer carried a colored excur- 


e’clock. The fires were put out, and the boat was 
left with a watchman. At 4:15 o’clock this morn- 
ing he discovered that bis boat was on fire, and he 
turned inan alarm. The watchman on the Au- 
reap hemp teen ds wharf saw the flames at the ‘same 
me and before they had broken out of the sa- 
loon. Engines from the fire department ran down, 
and in an hour and a half had the fire out, and the 
steamer’s hoid full of water. To keep her from 
. Sinking a tug was set to work pumping her out. 
_ Captain Usina says that he has no theery of the 
origin of the fire, except the engineer's, which 
seems plausible. The engineer thinks that a spark 
got in the woodwork over the engine room, and 
emoldered there. When the fire was discovered it 
was almost broad daylight. In the light wood- 
work the flames spread rapidly, and burned 
fiercely. There was no freight on-board. 

Captain Usina and all of the crew had personal 
effects on the steamer, but nothing was saved. 
All of her papers were in the safe, which is still at 
the smoldering embers. 

Just how old the St. Nicholas is, no one seems to 


in New York, and sent to Florida, where she ran 
on the St. John’s until about 1883, when 
she came to Savannah. In 1884 and 1885 
she ran between Savannah and Tybee. After that 
she was put on the Savannah, Brunswick and Fer- 
nandina route. She was 150 feet in length and 
forty feet beam over all. In 1885 she carried 
thousands of excursionists up and down the Sa- 
vannah, She was fairly swift for a river boat, 
and was a pleasant excursion steamer. A year 
ago she ran into the Tytee railroad bridge, over 
the St. Augustine -creek, and smashed 
some of her forward woodwork. Four 
deaths resulted from the collision, and many 
passengers were injured. In consequence over 
7 for damages against the steamer were 
made, and are still pendmg. All of these claims 
amounting in the total to over $410,000, were in- 
claded in one suit. 

An appraisement of the steamer was made by 
the captains, and her value, after the damage by 
the collision was repaired, was estimated at $8,000, 
Bond for that amotut was given, and a marine 
risk was placed on the steamer to protect the 
bondsmen, The suits are not affected by the fire. 


THE CENSUS OF MACON. 


Including the Immediate Suburbs She Will 
Have About 33,000. 

MACON, Ga., June 30.—[Special.|}—Macon douht- 
less has the largest suburban population of any 
city in the state,people who reside just outside the 
city yet do their daily work inside 
the corporate limits. There are thou- 
sands of mechanics and many , professional 
and commercial people who thus live. If Macon’s 
limits were extended one mile in every direction, 
as they should be, she would take in nearly twenty 
thousand people. But the peopre who reside out- 
‘side the limits object to and strenuously fight in- 
corporation to Macon’s injury. 

The official figures of the census enumerators of 
Macon have not yet been made public, but it 
is reported they give Macon a population of about 
17,000,

‘The population of Macon, with her suburban 
residents, is estimated by Major Shoeles at 33,000.

This isa new 
concern and froze about seven tons today, and 
would have done better, but yesterday the work. 
men struck for higher wages,and the fireman had 
to take all the fire out of his boilers. Very soon, 
however, the demands of the workmen were 
granted, and the strikers went back to work. 

Presently, however, they made another demand 
for; more wages, and again the firemen 
had to take the fires out of the 
boilers. This second demand waS agreed 
to, and the strikers returned to work, and today 
have not struck. They evidently thought that the 
ice famine would’ make the management of the 
works readily acquiesce in the demand for in- 
creased wages. 

Today ~men almost fought for ice, and 
it was well nigh impossible for 
the ice wagons to move along the 
streets, so great was the crowding of the clamor- 
ing and sweltering people forice. The usual price 
for ice ishalf a cent per pound.

REDMOND'S CRIME. 


THE GREAT MOONSHINE OUTLAW’ 
AGAIN, 


THE STORY OF HIS PRISON LIFE. 


He Renews His Criminal Career by a Mur- 
derous Assault on a Citizen of Wal- 


halla—The People Greatly Excited. 


GREENVILLE, S. C., June 30.—[Special.]— 
The quiet, sleepy hamlet of Walhalla, in this 
state, was thrown into a fever of intense excite- 
ment by the mortal stabbing of James Smith, 
a rich saw mill man, by Captain Lewis R. RKed- 
mond, the celebrated outlaw, yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Walhalla is principally habitated by Ger- 
mans and Frenchmen, and is the seat of several 
governmental! distilleries. It is situated at 
the foot of the Blue Ridge mountains, and is 
historic as the battle ground in the war waged 
ten years ago between the United: States 
soldiers and a band of outlaws under command 
of Captain Redmond. 

REDMOND’S PRISON LIFE. 

This Captain Redmond has a history which 
has furnished plots for many romance writers, 
and today he is a picturesque character. When 
he was shot nigh unto death, and his band of 
outlaws killed and dispersed, he was tried and 
sentenced to thirty-five years imprisonment in 
Sing Sing. He remained there some years, 
and was wasting away from the effects of old 
wounds and consumption, when, through the 
efforts of Senators Hampton and Butler, he 
was pardoned by President Cleveland. 

Since his return home, he has been engaged 
in distilling whisky, and selling his name to 
whisky dealers at the rate of seventy-five 
cents for each barrel on which his picture was 
pasted. He has led a quiet life, and is beloved 
by his neighbors, A braver man never lived, 
and he is usually quiet, but when under the 
influence of whisky becomes wild. 

THE BLOODY HAND. 

Saturday night Redmond got on a spree, and 
was walking down the street with two women. 
He stepped aside a moment, when Smith 
came up and took the women away. Red- 
mond followed them, and without any warn- 
ing, stabbed Smith in the region of the heart. 
Smith did not defend himself. 

Rumors say that Smith is dead. Certain it 
is he will die. Redmond has been locked up. 
He says he knows nothing about the cutting 
as he was drunk, and did not mean to hurt 
Sinith. | 

‘THE SENSATION OF THE DAY. 

The prominence of both parties, coupled 
with Mr. Redmond’s romantic career, makes 
this affair the sensation of the day. Redmond 
is said to have killed at least a dozen men 
most of whom were fevenue officers and sol- 
diers. For ten years he was the terror of 
this section, and he has a following of men 
now who will see him through his trouble.

After a few appropriate welcome re- 
marks by Mr. Power, Superintendent L. 
B. Evans, of Augusta, who was asked by Mr. 
Power to take charge of the institute, mapped 
out.the work for the week. Hethen gave an 
excellent address on the ‘Teacher and His 
Preparation for His Work.’’ 

He was followed by Professor J. 8S. Stewart, 
Jr., in a.charming lecture on the ‘Analysis of 
the Atmosphere,’’ with numerous experiments 
intended to show how the teacher, with the 
simplest apparatus, may awaken thought and 
interest in his pupils. 

Miss Pauline Pearce, of Washington, D. C., 
lectured in a practical, instructive manner, 
upon “*Primary Arithmetic.”’ 

A CLASS MEETING IN ARITHMETIC. 

This afternoon Superintendent Evans and 
Miss Pearce hold aclass meeting on arithmetic, 
in which methods of teaching different parts 
of arithmetic are shown to the ‘teachers. To- 
morrow the programme will be:

And the Ice Men Claim They Can- 
not. Catch Up With Orders. 


Atlanta is on the eve of an ice famine. 

It is probable that, before the week is out, 
it will be hard to get any ice, certainly not 
enough to keep the people cool and comforta- 
ble, if the weather continues as it has been for 
the past week or ten days. 

Our factories can manufacture quite enough 
to meet the wants of the people in the hottest 
weather if there.was no interference, but a 
leading ice manufacture says two things are 
makin ice scarcer every day. These are: 

1. Better prices are offered for ice by car 
load lots, than it has been sold for at retail. 

2. The corner on ammonia is being seriously 
felt by the manufacturers in Altanta. At 
least two of our factories are short of ammonia, 
and while it is on the way, the delay is being 
seriously felt, and the product of ice at least 
half from these two factories. 

With the three factories located here run- 
hing in good order, the daily supply.is from 
two to three hundred tons per day. It takes 
this much in very hot weather to supply the 
demand in and around Atfanta. So when the 
surplus stock is exhausted, and the weather is 
as warm as itis now, and there is any inter- 
ference with the factories, Atianta is bound to 
be short on ice. 

One of the large manufacturers said yester- 
day that tle trouble now all come from a want 
of sufiicie:.t supply of ammonia. And that 
this state of affairs has been brought about by 
the trust that has recently been formed. -#« 

There {s just as much or more ammonia notv 
than ever, but the price has been run up, and 
everybody who has not a sufficient supply has 
to meet the fact as well as possible. 

“Well,’’ he was asked,j “is there no way to 
stop this, and keep it from occurring again ?”’ 

**‘T think there is,’’ said the iceman, ‘‘and as 
soon as we can get a breathing spell we will go 
to work and get so that we cannot be cornered 
again. Wewill putup the money to manu- 
facture ammonia for our ice factory and be 
independent of the men who are squeezing us 
now. It does not take a very large capital, and 
Atlanta can make ammonia as cheap 
as it can be made in the world. All the mate- 
rials needed for its manufacture can be ob- 
tained at cheap prices here. About forty 
factories could be supplied; from this point, 
and two thousand dollars for each factory, or 
éven less, would give all the ammonia needed 
and ata good profit tothe ammonia factory. 
‘This will be necessary, and you.will hear more 
about it when ice gets cheaper and we ice men 


have more time to talk.’’

Trusting that respect and reverence for the mem- 

ory of Georgia’s great son, will pardon any seem- 
ing presumption in the effort, we seek to weave 
one weeping willow twig in the chaplet of mourn- 
ing garlanding the name of Dr. Willis Foreman 
Westmoreland. 
_No man could know him without feeling his 
influences; no one could talk with him without 
realizing he wasin the presence of one whose 
strength of character was adamantine in its grand- 
eur and beauty. To superficial observers 
his manner was harsh and abrupt, 
but underneath it all there pulsates a heart laved 
in the milk of human kindness, and fraught with 
impulse as noble and generous as that of any who 
ever dried an orphan’s tears or calined the fears of 
suffering misfortune. 

Self confidence, based on success, and independ- 
ence of' thought, characterized his life. Without 
Sanctimony or affected humility in aught he said 
or did, but true and outspoken to the laws of 
nature and. nature’s- God, before whose shrine 
alone he bowed, he lived fearless and true to those 
principles of integrity and honor underlying his 
character and life. He is one of the few true and 
tried whose lives have stood forth prominently in 
our state history for thirty years, and whom 
Georgia ia honoretl to claim as sons. One by one 
they aré gathering fn. 


“And some have gone the unknown way, 
While some await the call to rest: 
Who knoweth whether it is best 

For those who went or those who stay?” 


The ceaseless clang of eternity’s clock stroke is 
beating the march of death, in whose unbroken 
line “soul touches soul, the muster rollof the 
eternal knows no gaps.” 


‘Gone! and there’s not a gleam of you, 
Faces that flashintothe faraway; =>» 
Gone! and we only can dream of you 
Till we sink like you and the stars away.”’ 


Of friends who knew him we gathered our ideas 
of what this pyramid amidst life’s vales of trial 
and misfortune must have been inthe heyday and 
full tide of his usefulness and strength. 

Beginning the. practice of his profession while 
young he commenced his course unknown to the 
influences of wealth and friends in high places, 
actuated by “that last infirmity of noble minds, a 
desire to do and to be something.” The picture is 
of a youthful surgeon, tall, athletic, of noble hear- 
ing, pale from overwork and study, with the 
flash _— of genius illuminating his _ face, 
and the deathiess fire of will 
and energy lighting his eagle eye. Con- 
scientions, painstaking, eo weeny J he 
the heights, planting his unerring footsteps in the 
difficult pathway to Fame’s lofty summit. 

Shod with unshaken faith in the truth of those 
eternal principles of his profession—sufmounting 
some obstacles,.pushing through others, un- 
daunted by any, he strewed his rugged pathway 
with the sweet flowers of charity, and brightened 
manya clouded heart with the sunshine of his 
renius and the rays of benignancy that shot from 
1is noble nature. 

On he marched, accepting no teaching till tested 
in thecrucible of his scorching investigation; 
clinging to the usefub and here scattering the 
falsé and injurious. 

The champion of humanity, justice and truth, 
he stood firm by his convictions when oppression 
in form of greed and neglect ground and crushed 
the condemned felon in ‘the convict 
camps of his: state. He opposed tyranny 
and injustice withthe force of a God chosen 
champion of right and mercy, till theear of his 
sleeping mother state caught the wail of the suf- 
fering convict, and she woke to legislase against 
injustice and in favor of humanity to the unfort- 
unate. This actestablished an immortal monu- 
ment more enduring than brass or marble to a son 
who “knew the right, and knowing dared main- 
tain.”’ ‘ 

The brighest deeds of Georgia’s greatest civic 
sons grow dim in contrast with the deeds of 
mercy and charity which sparkle from the crown 
of his noble life. He was a true man, a great 
physician. Perfection in his gore meen and loy- 
alty to duty was his aim and object. He never 
faltered iy the one,} and a more 
nearly the other than any, perhaps, of this nine- 
teenth century. 

Easily outstripping all contemporaries, because 
his great and lofty aspirations, born of the highest 
order of genius, had set the goal of his ambitious 
flight beyond the clouds of difficulty and doubt, 
which darken most minds, .and his coworkers 
sought net to rival, but toemuiate. ‘Were it not 
for minds like his, the dust of antique time would 
lie unswept, and mountainous error grow too 
highly heaped for truth to overpeer.” 

A hush falls on the heart of Georgia today. Her 
children mourn over the broken vase from which 
the fiower of life has been transplanted to the 
garden of those grand rnp gore and scientists 
whom humanity reverence and cherish out of love. 
born of grateful loyalty to earth’s benefactors. 
The grand old man is gone. With honors thick 
upon him,he has gone from the field of his triumphs 
and trials, from the care and suffering which 
were gradually wearing away the brightness 
of his life. He was no vessel of baser metal pales 
with Ornamental gold, but the solid, unalloyed 
heavy metal that sung tones of sad sweetness 
under the blows of inisfortune received while liv- 
ing. («Wherever suffering clashed against him, it 
did but reveal the same, solid, pure stuff which 
rlittered "neath the friction and blows that hacked 
and wore it, we offer for him a silent benediction 
In our hearts. He is dead, but lives. He has 
locked hands ere this, with Hill and Toombs, and 
Stephens and Grady. His life has gone down as 
a sun, leaving upon the mountain tops of death, 
a light that made them lovely.

A’ Bad Riuader. , 

The editor of The Voice, national prohibi- 
tion organ, is in trouble.

Cobb County Normal Institute. 

This normal institute, spoken of elsewhere 
in today’s paper, seems to be a move in the 
right direction.

The paid county normal meets the de- 
mand. They have been, and are now, run 
in New York, Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Illinois, Iowa, Florida, and a number of 
other states, with signal suecess. The ex- 
penses for the whole state will not exceed 
$19,000. 

Let,other counties follow the example of 
Cobb, and next year the commissioner of 
education would do weil to consider the plan 
of securing a number of teachers to go into 
the diiferent counties and hold institutes, 
calling in the ablest local teachers to assist. 
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Concerning Sunstroke, 

The nrortality from sunstroke in the north- 
ern cities is very large every summer, but in 
the southern states it is remarkably light. 

Still, in our favored region, a few persons 
are killed by the heat of the sun, while 
others are prostrated. It will, therefore, do 
some good to present a few hygienic hints on 
the subject. 


According to Dr. Edwin Mann, of New 


York, our exercise in hot weather should be. 


very moderate, the clothing should be loose 
and thin, and we should drink plenty of cold 
water. AS soon. as a person in the open air 
ceases to perspire he is in danger of sun- 
stroke, and should immediately drink large 
quantities of water, and bring ona perspira- 
tion that will keep the skin and garments 
wet. .

Hon. N. J. Hammond, whois chairman of 
the board of stewards, requests a full meeting 
of the board at the First Methodist church at 
10 o’clock this morning, to take action on the 
death of one who was not only a public bene- 
fattor in his professional way, but whose heart 
was over open to every appeal from those who 
needed assistance in any Way. 

HIS PROFESSIONAL CAREER. 

Dr. William David Bizzell was one of the 
best known physicians inthe country. He 
was born in Greene county, Ala., May 31, 
1850, and after receiving an academic educa- 
tion he went to Gainesville, Ala., where he 
read medicine under Dr. D. H. Williams. 

He afterwards matriculated at the Medical 
college of Alabama, where he graduated in 
1873, taking the Nott meda!, valued at $100. 

Then he removed to Mobiie in 1874, and be- 
came a member and counsellor of the Alabama 
State Medical association, and was for a long 
time secretary of the Mobile Medical society, 
and was a contributor to several medical 
journals. 

One of his most important contributions was 
mublished in the Transactions af the Alabama 
Beate Medieal Association for 1875, entitled 
‘‘Olimate of the United States Considered with 
Reference to Pneumonia and Consumption.” 

He was also demonstrator of anatomy in the 
medical college of Alabama, and hetd other 
positions of honorand trust in a professional 
line during his residence there. 

Dr. Bizzell was married to Miss Harriet 
Sims, at Mobile, in 1874, and their wedded life 
was one of unalloyed happiness. With her 
two little daughters she survives him, 

HIS CAREER IN ATLANTA. 

About eight years ago Dr. Bizzellcame to 
Atlanta, with the Mobile Life [nscrance com- 
pany, of which he was medical examiner. He 
was so much pleased with the city that he de- 
cided to make it his home. 

He soon won a _ host’. of — friends 
in the city, and became connected 
with the Southern Medical college, of which he 
was elected professor of chemistry. He filled 
that position with honor to himself and tothe 
great benefit of the institution until forced to 
health, a few months 
ago. 

‘Dr. Baird was elected as his successor, and 
was one of the first to hasten} to the bedside 
of his distinguished predecessor when the sad 
news of his afiliction became Known in the 
city. 

In the death of Dr. Bizzell Atlanta loses one 
of her distinguished physicians, and the country 
is bereft of the brain and hand of one who was 
a public benefactor in every way. 

Dr. Nicolson, president of Atlanta Society 
of Medicine, has called a meeting of that 
society at 100’clock this morning. 

Dr. Nicolson has also called a meeting of 
the faculty of Southern Medical college, at 
11 o’clock this morning, at his oftice.
